I authorizedCT *J to teliXbramdtiik that further discussion 

with the responsible officials enabled him to transmit to 
Abramchik their view that everything which could have been 
constructively discussed had been discussed with Abramchik 
a year ago and that since those discussions had resulted 
in no improvement of the situation, no further discussion 
is warranted.
